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paying eight dollars on his admission, and also from the annual pay- 
ments of two dollars. 

Voted, That Judge Davis, Mr. Quincy, Judge Minot, with the 
Treasurer, be a committee to superintend and direct the sale of the 
impression of Sullivan's History of Land Titles, the property of 
the Society ; that they be empowered to make a liberal allowance, 
according to their discretion, in the sale of any number of copies to 
booksellers and others ; and to report at the next meeting such meas- 
ures as they shall consider it most advisable for the Society to adopt 
relative to said impression.* 

Voted, That Dr. Morse, Judge Tudor, and Mr. Kirkland be a com- 
mittee to join with a committee of the Academy to inspect the maps 
of the State as they are published.
